PULLING  TOGETHER. 

This  year  we  hajve  a  contest  for  Govern 
or  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  Next 
year  we  are  to  have  a  contest  for  Presi¬ 
dent  throughout  the  United  States.  The 
poorest  voter  at  a  country  crossroads  has 
his  place  in  this  array  of  ballots.  We  are 
unwise  if  we  forget  him  in  our  calcula¬ 
tions. 

After  a  period  of  inactivity  and  de¬ 
moralization,  the  Republican  party  is 
called  upon  to  put  forward  its  best  men, 
and  to  support  them  by  its  best  measures. 
The  necessity  for  active  work  solidifies 
and  strengthens  a  party.  It  ought  in  the 
same  manner  to  solidify  and  strengthen 
all  that  party's  subordinate  organiza 
tions. 

It  will  be  well  for  the  Republican  party 
in  Bloomfield  if  it  identifies  itself  now, 
henceforth,  and  forever,  with  whatever 
goes  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  town. 
If  it  advocates  and  supports — and  if  the 
workers  of  the  party  advocata_amLeup- 
port  personally — the  most  advantageous 
measures,  we  shall  receive  benefit  all 
around. 

The  Republican  constituency  of  Bloom¬ 
field  is  largely  made  up  of  gentlemen  who 
are  not  afraid ,  nor  ashamed,  to  do  their 
own  thinking.

And  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  when 
men  become  soured,  they  may  not  turn 
around  and  fight  against  their  friends, 
but  they  are  almost  always  certain  to 
stay  away  from  the  polls,  and  be  utterly 
indifferent  as  to  results.

To  entrust  power  to  a  man  wbo  says  in 
advance  that  he  will  use  it  only  with 
reference  to  his  own  personal  ends, 
would  be  the  craziest  thing  that  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  has  ever  done,  in 
all  her  history.  Democratic  Governors 
thus  fax  have  been  respectable  men,  and  > 


Mr.  Abbett  also  claims  that  the  charges 
which  are  brought  against  him  are 
“merely  general  in  their  character." 

We  will  await  with  patience  his  answer 
to  the  following  charges,  which  are  not 
“merely  general,"  and  have  already  been 
before  the  public  for  more  than  a  week  : — 

Mr.  Abbett,  while  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  in  1865,  proposed  to  strike  the 
name  of  Abraham  Lincoln  from  a  resolu¬ 
tion  which  tendered  the  thanks  of  New 
Jersey  to  President  Lincoln,  General 
Grant,  General  Sheridan,  and  to  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  men  in  the  Union  army  and  navy, 
for  their  patriotic  services  in  suppressing 
the  rebellion. 

The  truth  of  this  allegation  cannot  be 
denied,  and  Mr.  Abbett  stands  convicted 
of  being  th^  most  contemptible  of  the 
many  rebel  sympathizers  who*  at  a  safe 
distance,  labored  for  the  destruction  of 
the  Union. 

Ten  days  later,  President  Lincoln  was 
murdered  by  another  rebel  sympathizer, 
but  Leon  Abbett  remains  to  become  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  Governor  of 
New  Jersey. 

While  a  member  of  the  Legislature  in 
1865,  Mr.  Abbett  voted  to  pay  the  sala¬ 
ries  of  the  legislators  in  gold  instead  of 
greenbacks,  gold  being  at  that  time 
foorffi'm. 

This  petty  theft  was  prevented  because 
a  majority  of  the  members  had  more* 
honor  and  regard  for  their  constituents 
than  Mr.  Abbett  possessed. 

These  two  are  fair  samples  of  the  public 
acts  of  this  man.  More  of  a  similar  char¬ 
acter  can  be  given,  and  they  will  be  given 
before  the  election  takes  place,  but  we 
will  wait  and  see  what  answer,  if  any,  our 
opponents  can  make  to  the  charges 
above  stated. 

Mr.  Abbett  concluded  one  of  his  recent 
speeches  by  informing  his  audience  that, 
by  the  aid  of  God  and  Democratic  votes, 
he  expected  to  be  elected. 

Mr.  Abbett  is  not  a  religious  man,  and 
his  flippant  appeal  for  the  help  of  God,  as 
well  as  for  Democratic  votes,  partakes  of 
blasphemy. 

God  and  Democratic  votes  are  scarcely 
so  closely  allied  as  to  make  it  anything 
short  of  that  to  put  them  together. 

We  all  believe  th&t  the  affairs  of  na¬ 
tions  and  States,  as  well  as  of  individuals, 
are  under  divine  supervision  and  con¬ 
trol;  but  it  is  none  the  less  shocking  to 
hear  a  man  like  Abbett,  who  might  natur¬ 
ally  be  supposed  only  to  care  for  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  votes,  thus  pretend  a  dependence 
upon  an  agency  with  which  his  entire 
life  has.been  at  variance.
